TWO NEGRESSES KILLED;

The Accident Was Caused by De- 
fective Switch, One Part of 
Train Taking One Track 
and Another Going Onto 
Different Rails. 


Macon, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)—Two

THE DEAD: .

Will die.

Forehead cut about 3 inches and 
right elbow badly mashed.

GRAPHIC STORY OF WRECK; — 
TWO ATLANTANS INJURED 


Aaron Haas Saw the Burning Cars, Dressed Quickly 
and Left His Sleeper--He Talks 
Interestingly. 


R. AARON HAAS, of Atlanta, 
M the Well-known insurance man, 

was on the Atlanta sleeper in the 
wreck Sunday morning at Macon. For 
forty-five years Mr. Haas has been on 
the road, and though he has been on 
trains to which accidents have happened, 
this is the first time he has been in a 
wreck in which a life was lost or even a 
person injured. — 

Mr. Haas reached home yesterday af- 
ternoon, and though wearied and worn 
by his ride and his thrilling experience, 
was at home to quite a number of friends 
during the evening. 

“It was an event,’’ said Mr. Haas last 
night, “‘which will cling to me the rest 
of my life. I was not hurt in the least, 
and at no time was I in th? slightest 
danger. But it was not until I was out 
of the train and away from the fire that 
I realized this. 

“My train left Savannah on time Sat- 
urday night,’’ continued Mr. Faas, “and 
in a short whilel was in my berth. The 
sleeper was one of the Central’s new 
cars. There were probably a dozen per- 
sons in the car. There wes only one lady. 
She was accompanied by her: husbani. 
In a shcrt time we were all asteep. Not 
even a dream, that I can now recall, dis- 
turbed my slumbers. The road’s even 
track and the well-built car made the 
bed as pleasant as the cne I occupy at 
home, : 

“Somehow just before we reached Ma- 
con I awoke. How, I don’t know. “Still I 
awoke. I raised the curtain alongside 
my berth and saw the electric lHghts 
twinkling in the distance. I felt the 
swaying of the car to be less rapid and 
knew that we were reaching Macon. It 
was then, I think, about 4 o’clock. For 
a few minutes I looked through the win- 
dow. Then I pulled down the blind. Just 
at that second there was a crash, a jar, 
a hissing of steam, and then for a sec- 
ond there was stillness and silence. With- 
out a thought of an accident. for, as I 
have said, I:have always escaped those 
events, I turned over, raised the curtain, 
lookei out of the window to see a car be- 
low me bu-sning. Instantly I realized 
something had gone wrong... 8H FE - did 
not appreciate the situation, and lying 
upon my siae I viewed the fire again. 
Presently, quicker almost than I can tell 
it, I observed that it was a car down 
below me burning. Then I Knew some- 
thing had gone wrong, but it never oc- 
curred to me that :t was with my train. 

The Porter Was Cool. 

“T was in the act of tcuching the bell 
button to ask the portcr, when that in- 
dividual came into the car. Without a 
trace of excitement, he informed the 
passengers that it was safer out on the 
ground than to remain in the car. By 
that time nearly every passenger had 
a head between parted curtains, and was 
prying out.. Some began leaping from 
their beds. The pcerter was cool. He saw 
the povsibility of a panic, and quietly re- 
marked: 

“ ‘There's plenty of time. There's no 
danger. Take it easy. We'll get you out 
all right. Just leave the car by the rear 
door.’ 

“A glance cut the window on one side 
showed the baggage and express car in 
flames. Through the window on the oth- 
er side came the illumination from the 
burning combination passenger coach. 
None of us lost any time in getting ready 
to leave that car. Through the rear door 
of the sleeper we went. As we stepped 
upon the ground we’ found we were high 
up in the air. We were at the end of 
the trestle, fgpom which the cars had 
fallen. The scene was a weird one. The 
burning cars threw an intense bright 
light all around. A pin upon the ground 
could have been seen. ‘There were calls 
for ‘help. Cries of pain and horror came 
to our ears. The shrill whistle of the 
engine calling, as it were for help, was 
almost human. From each car yet on 
the track—I think there were two sleep- 
ers, behind the one from which I had 
escaped—passengers were pouring in the 
same mingle and confusion ours showed. 
Down the steep bank we slipped, slided, 
rolled, until we reached the ground. Then 
rubbing my eyes to assure myself that it 
was not a dream—that | was awake—I 
looked upon the scene. High above, it 
was not more than 4 feet 1 should judge,

but just then it seemed a mile, were ‘the 
three sleepers. The ore from which] had 
just emerged—I am sure there were three 
behind it—looked high up in the clouds. 
It was just taking fire, and the flames 
were growing brighter each second. Its 
new coat of paint was made more dis- 
tinct and prettier under the glow of the 
light than !t could have ever appeared 
as it rolled along the track behind an 
engine. Alongside me and not 20 feet 
away was the burning baggage and ex- 
press car. Through the bridge work 
could be seen the passenger car which 
had tumbled off the track on the other 
side all in flames. Oil ceuld not have 
mad¢@ a brighter or more brilliant fire. 
The illumination made objects in the dis- 
tant plainly distinct. , 


The Injured Cared For.

“By the time we had reached the earth 
most of the injured had been cared for. 
I saw the baggage man drag the mail 
Both were hurt, the 


baggage man less than his-associate. The 
baggage man saw the mail man placed 
in a cab and sent away, but all the time 
the baggage man held in his hand a rope 
to which two dogs were tied. When the 
cab drove off with the injured mail agent 
the baggage man, wholly exhausted and 
almost helpless, laid down upon the 
ground to await the help which came to 
him. But during all that time he held. on 
to the rope confining the dogs. I saw 
it all. I heard the suffering man’s groans 
and went to him. No, there was nothing 
I could do for him, he said, He'd wait 
his turn in @ Cab or an ambulance for his 
home. Just then a man who had been 
on the train came up. The injured bag- 
gage man knew him, There was a look 
of recognition in the face of each. The 
baggage man broke the silence, saying: 

“ "These two I saved. I don’t know 
what has become of the other two.’ 

“It seems some man had been hunting; 
that’s the way I figured it out after the 
conversation between the dog owner and 
the hurt baggage master; that the hun- 
ter had intrusted to the baggage man 
his four dogs. The dogs were in that 
baggage car when it went off that trestle. 
Through the fall, the confusion and the 
peril, the baggage man never forgot the 
dumb creatures intrusted to his care. 
Finding his associate in the car almost 
helpless he forgot his own ‘injuries and 
went to his rescue. 
did not forget the dumb companions To 


them he hung with the same devotion the. 


dogs would have hung .to their master 
they had tearmed to love and obry. 

“In the bright light made by the burn- 
ing cars on the ground and the sleeper 
on the track above, the scene was as 
bright as day. There was nothing we 
could do. Policemen, doctors and help 
were on the ground. They knew their 
business and went about it quickly and 
in order and by the time we were ready 
to leave the scene there was nothing there 
but the burning cars. 

“Escapes from death were miraculous. 
How any of us got out alive is a wonder. 
The passenger coach which dropped from 
the right-hand side of the track was the 
fateful one. I was on the left-hand side. 
That coach landed on the ground front 
end up at an angle of 45 degrees. The ne- 
gro woman who was killed, I am told. 
was sitting in the rear end of the car. The 
force of the fall threw her against the 
front of the car, dashing her brains ou. 
It is said her brains were scattered over 
the track and ground. However, I did not 
gee Mat. 

“It was an experience I do not care to 
have again.’’ 

L. C. Fletcher Not Injured. 

Lewis C. Fletcher, special agent of the 
North British and Mercantile: Insurance 
Company, whose office is 413 Equitable 
building, and whose home is at 291 Peach- 
tree street, was reported to have been in- 
jured in the wreck. Mr. Fletcher reached 
home yesterday afternoon in good shape, 
much to the gratification of his many 
friends. He was not hurt, but is in con- 
dition to give a graphic and interesting 
account of the tumble of the cars from 
the trestle, Like others, however, he dis- 
claims an anxiety to have a similar ex- 
perience.

THERE WILL BE SPEAKING 
AND SOME CRITICISM 


When Vote Is Reached, Though, the 
Treaty Will Have Clear Pas- 
sage—The House Will Prob- 
ably Discuss: Philippine 


Washington, December 8—The only 
measure of importafice whith the senate 
has on its calendar for the present week 
is ‘the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty mak- 
ing provision for abrogation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, and opening the way 
for the unobstructed construction of an 
isthmian canal by the United States. 
Acting for the committee on foreign re- 
lations Senator Lodge will ask the sen- 
ate to go into executive session tomorrow 
for the consideration of the, treaty, and 
each day thereafter until the conven- 
tion is disposed of,” - . 

It can be said that at this time the 
prospect is very strong that the treaty 
will be ratified and ‘it now looks as if 
this result would be gecured after com- 
paratively little delay. There will be 
sOme debate and some features of the 
document will be ecfiticised ‘as undesira- 
ble, but there is no probability of Cap- 
tious. opposition. The eriticism will be 
along the line indicated by Senators 
Money and Bacon i the committee on 
foréign fYelations at its meeting on Fri- 
day last. No senator thus far, how- 
ever, has shodwn & @isposition to carry 
his objections to the point 6f° ultimate 
effort to defeat ratification, The princi- 
pal authors of the eriticism of the treaty 
are southern senators, who are generally 
very anxious for the construction of the 
canal. They find that all canal legisla- 
tion will Be tied up until action ‘can be 
secured on the treaty, and they are, on 
this account, less Mable than they other- 
wise would be, to°do anything to delay 
action upon the treaty itself. The most 
active friends of the treaty now 
that ratification will be secured during 
the present week, and the opinion is very 
general that ratificatien will be obtained 
before the Christmas holidays. 

Beyond the consideration of the treaty 
little business wilt be undertaken before 
the holidays. It fs now generally agreed 
that the question of reciprocity will go 
over until January, probably without so 
much as being mentioned, and it may be 
added that, from being for a time the sub- 
ject most likely to attract early attention, 
it has taken a position among the mat- 
ters which will not be vigorously urged. 
When the reciprocity treaties do come. up 
for consideration there will be persistent 
opposition to the agreement with France, 
and to that with Great Britain covering 
the West Indies. There is not so much 
feeling over the .conventions with the 
South African fepublics. The present 
outlook also is against any immediate 
action in the senate looking to tariff leg- 
islation for the Philippines, and there 
are some indications that the senate will 
wait upon the house of representatives 
in this matter. Probably the Chinese ex- 
clusion act will be reported from com- 
mittee during the week.

Washington, December 8.—The house 
this week probably will pass a measure 
to meet the situation created by the 
Philippine decision of the supreme court 
last Monday. Up to the present time, 
however, the republican members of the 
ways and means committee have not de- 
cided upon the character of the measure, 
which will be réported. A difference of 
opinion exists as to whether there should 
be a temporary enactment of the Ding- 
ley rates on goods entering the United 
States from the Philippines, or whether 
a permanent scheme of tariff legislation 
for the islands should be prepared. It is 
understood that Mr. Payne, chairman of 
the committee, and Mr. Dalzell, of Penn- 
sylvania, favor the latter course. The 
republican members of the committee will 
meet again tomorrow.

AT HOME OF CLERGYMAN 


Pastor Referred to Coffman as Ly- 
ing on Church and Pastor—Coff- 
man Seeks Parsonage, 
Where Tragedy Was 
Enacted. 


Firmingham, Ala., December 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Justice of the Peace R. D. Coff- 
man, at Brockside, in the western part 
of the cotinty, today shot and killed the 
Rev. J. W. Bradford, pastor of the Math- 
cdist church at that point. 

The sheoting took place in the parsgon- 
age after Rev. Mr. Bradford had ordered 
Coffman to leave the place. Three shots 
were fired, one taking effect, going into» 
the minister's right temple and coming. 
out on the opposite side of the head. 

Several months ago a feud broke out 
in the Brookside church. and Coffman 
withdrew, being a leader of one of the 
sides. It is stated he was expelled from 
the church, a charge being made. that 
he struck his wife. 

The North Alabama conference of the 
Methodist Episcopat church, south, met 
at Anniston last week and the Rev. Mr. 
Bradford wes sent back to Brockstde. 

Today at Sunday school Pastor Brad- 
ford addressed his congregation, saying 
he was pleased to be back. He said it 
was not his custom to preach the first 
Sunday on his return from con‘erence, 
but he desired to take this opportunity 
of expressing the hcpe ‘tat the coming . 
year would be a prosperous one. 

He said it would be if such men as 
Coffman were kept olit and so prevented 
frcm “lying on the church and the pas- 
tor,’’ it being told that Coffman had been 
indulging in much talk about the church 
and the Rev. Mr. Bradford : 

This address was communicated ‘to 
Coffman and late this afternocn the late - 
ter calicd at the parsonage to see the 
minister. 

The minister ordered Coffman to leave 
the place, when Coffman fired three times, 
as stated. | 

Coffmar surrendered to Marshal Gor- 
rel, claiming the minister attempted to 
shoot him. Warrants had been sworn out 
before Justice J. T. Sellers charging Coff- 
raan with murder.

That the Boers Will Finally Tire 
Dut the British, 


Concentration Camp Plan of the 
British Aids the Boers, . for 
Wile They Are Fighting, 

(ly ‘Their Families Are Be- 
oer ing Supported. 


Chicago, December 8.—A programme of 
Protest against British methods in the 
South African war was carried out be- 
fore an immense audience in the Audito- 
rium theater here tonight. Following ar 
eloquent address by W. Bourke Cockran 
and earnest’ speeches by others, resolu- 
tions for the appointment of a committee 
to bring the sentiments of the meeting be- 
fore the president were adopted. Al- 
though an admission was charged, the 
fund being to assist the Boers, and espe- 
cially their women and children, standing 
room Was at a premium, and many were 
unable to gain admittance. 

The programme opened with the song, 
“The True Heart,’ sung by nineteen Ger- 
man musical of Chicago. Dr. 
Hiram W. Thomas, head of the People's 
church, followed with prayer. Then fol- 
lowed short by Judge Theo- 
dore Brentano and Judge Murray F. Tu- 
ley, chairman of the Chicago branch of 
the American Transvaal League, under 
the auspices of which the meeting was 
held. 

Mr. Cockran, the orator of the evening, 
Was greeted with a tumult of applause. 
He said in part: 

“However men may differ about the in- 
Vasion of the South African republics, all 
are agreed that the restoration of peace 
is, in the highest degree, desirable. There 
are but two ways in which the war can 
be terminated—either the Boers must sur- 
render or the English government must 
abandon the attempt to subdue them. It 
is quite generally assumed that the re- 
Sistance of the Boers cannot be success- 
ful, and if this be true they would not 
be justified in continuing a struggle which 
involved fruitless loss of life and waste 
of property, even though the losses in- 
flicted on their enemy were tenfold great- 
er than that they suffered themselves, for 
bloodshed which is useless is always inde- 
fensible. But is it true that the resist- 
ance of the Boers is hopeless. Since the 
fall of Pretoria it certainly has not been 
fruitless; it has been justified by most 
important results. Lord Salisbury’s posi- 
tion that nothing but absolute surrender 
would be considered has been abandoned, 
and today the burghers could secure al- 
most any terms, short of complete and 
‘explicit acknowledgment of their inde- 

‘pendence. As their resistance has not 
‘been fruitless, neither is their struggle 
for independence hopeless. On the con- 
trary, if their resistance be prolonged 
for a few months the abandonment of the 
‘struggle to subdue them by Great Brit- 
ain is inevitable. 

Too Costly for the British. 

“This statement is not based on any 
special information concerning the war, 
but on the conviction that it would be 
impossible for the government to secure 
the passage of many more war appro- 
priations through the house of commons. 
The last budget was pxssed unly after 
immense difficulties. All sources of taxa- 
tion have practically been exhausted, and 
the attempt to effect another large war 
loan would result in such a fall in the 
‘price of consols.as would sericusly jeop- 
ardize the British industries. If, then, 
.t8€ Boer forces can hold the field a little 
longer, the attempt to subdue the repub- 
lics must be abandoned for lack of means 
to pursue it. 

“The capacity of the Boers to maintain 
the struggle is placed beyond a doubt 
by the barbarity of the methods employ- 
ed to subdue them. The English govern- 
ment cannot avoid supportiizg the wom- 
en and children made homeless by the 
destruction of the farms. With the sup- 
, port of his women and children imposed 
upon England, while his jlands have been 
desolate and unproductive, the Boer sol- 
dier is free to continue in the field as 
long as he can secure by capture abund- 
ant supplies of food and arms from the 
English forces. His reputation for hu- 
manity and courage makes the English 
soldiers prefer surrendering to facing his 
rifle. 

“Nothing can be clearer than that the 
resistance of the burghers cannot be sup- 
pressed, and, therefore, the only possible 
Way to peace is the withdrawal of Great 
Britain from the attempt to subjugate 
the South African republics. The British 
government may prolong the war, but 
cannot change its outcome. Such a re- 
sult being consistent with justice, it is in 
the interest of everyone to hasten it. 
The real interests of England, as well as 
of the rest of the world, will be advanced 
by promoting it. 

“The real interest of the English peo- 
ple is in extending the domain of Eng- 
lish commerce, not in extending the do- 
main of the English crown. The growth 
of English trade with this country since 
the establishment of our independence 
has been the greatest commercial expan- 
sion in the world. Contrast the benefi- 
cent’ results which have flown from that 
separation with the results already 
borne by the attempt to annex forcibly 
the Transvaal, and the still graver re- 
«sults foreshadowed by it. 

“Disaster to the English people lies not 
in the defeat of this enterprise, but in 
its success. If the South African repub- 

iics were subdued and the last Boer dis- 
armed, the men and women now confined 
in captivity must be returned to the soil. 
To maintain authority over these people 
-—resentful, dissatisfied, accustomed to 
bearing arms—would require the main- 
tenance of a huge army, and such an 
. army could not be maintained without

Director Roberts, of the Mint, Com- 
pleses His Report. 


OPERATIONS OF THE- YEAR 


Coinage of Subsidy 
Thinks, Should Be Increased and 
Coinage of Dollars Stopped. 


Washington, December 8.—The report of 
George E. Roberts, director of the mint, 
upon the operations of the mint service 


has been completed. 7 : 

The coinage of the mints during the fis- 
cal year amounted to 176,999,132 pleces, ‘of 
the value of $136,340,781. Of this amount 
$99,065,715 was in gold; $24,298,850 was in 
Silver dollars; $10,966,448 was in fractional 
silver, and $2,009,568 was in minor coins. 

The coinage of silver dollars during the 
year was wholly from the stock of bul- 
lion accumulated under the act of July 
l4, 1890. The amount of this bullion on 
hand at the beginning of the fiscal year 
was 83,268,064 standard ounces, and at the 
end of the year 52,562,927 standard ounces. 
The coinage of this bullion has been ac- 
celerated to enable the treasury to retire 
the treasury notes issued on its purchase 
and at the same time supply the press- 
ing demand which has existed throughout 
the year for the small denominations of 
money required in retail trade. 

The original deposits of gold at the 
mints and assay offices amounted to $153,- 
101,580, an increase of $19,181,561 over the 
preceding year. Of this $27,906,489 was ir 
foreign coin; $17,600,463 that of Great Brit- 
ain, nearly all being’ from Australia, and 
$5,425,500 that of Japan. 

The estimated production of gold inthe 
United States during the calendar year 
1900 was $79,171,000, and notwithstanding 
the fact that this country led the world 
in production its imports exceeded its.ex- 
ports by $12,866,010. The production of 
North America, practically all of which 
comes to the Unvfited States, was $116,01,- 
500. 

The world’s coinage of gold in the cal- 
endar year 1900 was $354,936,497, and of si!- 
ver $117,011,902. 

The industrial consumption of gold in 
the United States during the calendar 
year 1900 is estimated at $16,667,500, and of 
the world, approximately $75,000,000. 

The stock of subsidiary coin in the 
country is limited by law to $100,000,000, 
and on November 1, 1901, the existing 
stock was $90,613,512. The report says it 
is net improbable that before another 
congress shall have opportunity to act 
the growing needs of the country will 
have absorbed the entire amount author- 
ized. 

It is suggested that the limit of the 
country’s stock of subsidiary coin be 
raised to at least $120,000,000. No good rea- 
son is apparent, says the report, why the 
coinage of dollar pieces should not be al- 
lcwed to cease and all of the silver on 
hand be used in subsidiary coinage.

It would not be neces- 
sary to draw the swerd, to make any 
threat of armed intervention, or to take 
an unfriendly attitude. One word spok-n 
to the English ambassador or in the 
hearing of the English nation woulu re- 
store peace, establish justice, secure I{b- 
erty to these burghers, promote enor- 
mously the prosperity of the human face, 
and bring immeasurable glory to the 
American’ nation. Will that word be 
spoken? Never in history have such mo- 
mentous results hung on the lips of a 
human being. Will Theodore Roosevelt 
improve this opportunity for himself, his 
country and the whole human race?” 

A letter from Carl Schurz Was read in 
which he said: 

“I am one of those who heartily re- 
joice at the subsidence in this country of 
the old and more or less unreasoning 
prejudice against England. I witness 
with sincere satisfaction the disappear- 
énce from our popular oratory of the 
cheap trick of ‘twisting the British lion's 
tail,’ and I hail with joy the growth of 
a friendship between the two nations. 
But Englishmen should not indulge in 
any delusions about this. Deep in their 
nearts the great masses of the American 
people cherish a prcefound sympathy for 
the Boers in their struggles and suffer- 
ings. What they condemned when done 
by the Spanish in Cuba they do not ap- 
prove when done by the British in South 
Africa. And if there is anything apt to 
1evive the old anti-British feeling in this 
republic it is the terrible spectacle pre- 
sented by the Boer war.”’ 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

“Resolved, That we, as American citi- 
zens, believing that the wanton destruc- 
tion of property of non-combatants by 
English military in South Africa, with- 
out precedent in modern times, save hy 
English officers in the war of the Amer- 
ican revolution, is a source of needless 
suffering to the people of the South Afri- 
can republics and Without advantage to 
the military operations of the British 


army; and that the slaughter of the help- 
less and innacent, caused by English 
prison pens, is a caugseless outrage upon 
the humanity of the civilized world which 
amply justifi¢cs concenti@ted remon- 
strance dy American and European 
states; and, belteving that the rights and 
chligations of commcn humanity are not 
determined by geographical or political 
limitations, and regarding the treaty of 
1:71 as made to be observed by Mngland 
a3 well as by America, do most solemnly 
remonstrate and protest against the acts 
ef the English govcrnment. 

‘Resolved, That we and each of us do 
hereby pledge ourselves to use our ut- 
most powers to ‘nake this. our protest, 
known to our several representatives in 
the American congress and to cause a 
copy of these resolutions to be brought 
to the attention of the president of the 
United States, and respectfully petitivoa 
that the treaty of Washington of May 8, 
1571, be strictly enforced and that the 
use of the American ports be henceforth 
denied to vessels operating under Sritish 
charters for the augmentation of supplies 
of war; and that the president of these 
United States will employ every possible 
means to bring to an end the horrors of 
concentration camps and -warfare which, 
by its unexampled ferocity and enormous 
cost of life and treasure, has astounded 
the civilized world. 

“Resolved, That the chairman ‘be au- 
thcrized to appoint a committee of citi- 
zens of Chicag» to call the attention of

ed William Taylor and William Hefflin 
and seriousfy wounded James Q. Stiff, at 
his father’s plantation house, near Oak 
Grove, Va., reached his“home tn Brook- 
lyn this evening. He left Oak Grove im- 
mediately after his exoneration by the 
}ceroner’s jury. 

Abel BE. Blackmar, of the lew firm cf 
Baldwin & Bilackmar, gave out the fol- 
lowing statement of the affair: 

“Wednesday morning I received a tele- 
gram asking me to come to Virginia at 
onge and stating that Herbert Marx was 
in trouble. I started at once, accom- 
panied by Herbert's brother, Ernest. We 
reached Fredericksburg on ‘Thursday, 
and found that Herbert had come up the 
Rappahannock on a steamer. We found 
him on board the boat and took him to 
the hotel. After hearing his story of the 
shooting, we decided that it was best for 
him to go to Washington and call on 
Representative Jones, of his home dis- 
trict, and give him a full account of the 
matter. This he did and placed himself 
in the tare of Mr. Jones. 

“Ernest Marx and myself drove to Oak 
Grove and called upon the commonwealth 
attorney, Colonel Robert J. Washington. 
After a conference with Colonel Wash- 
ington, we decided to thoroughly inspect 
the premises where the shooting oc- 
curred. We found that Taylor evidently 
had fired two rifle shots through thes 
house. One of these had passed through 
the window of the back room on the 
ground floor and the other through the 
second story. When the first shot was 
fired Herbert secured his revolver, threw 
open the door and confronted a man 
wearing a mask. He called upon the 
man to speak and say whether the affair 
was a joke. Receiving no answer, he 
fired. The man, who afterwards proved 
to be Stiff, fell on the porch. Stiff is 
said to have stated that he was shot by 
one of his own party, but Herbert says 
that he shot him. Heffiin fell next, and 
after his second shot Herbert started 
across the front yard toward a fence 
about 250 yards away. After climbing the 
fence he turned and saw another man 
carrying a rifle. Herbert fired and this 
man also fell. The third man _ after- 
wards proved to be ‘Taylor, who ap- 
parently had crossed the yard and climb- 
ed the fence on a parallel course with 
Marx. 

‘“‘Herbert ran half a mile to Griffith’s, 
the nearest neighbor. Securing a lantern, 
a party hastened back to the scene of 


| the shooting and found that Hefflin and 
Stiff had crawled into the front room, 
where both lay on the floor unconscious. 
One mysterious feature of the affair was 
that the lamp, which. had been burning 
in the back room) had beén removed to 
the front room. 

“Marx secured a horse and _ hurried 
away to the home of Dr. Washington, 5 
miles distant, and soon returned with the 
physician. Taylor’s body was not found 
until an hour later. Upon searching 
further about the premises, a bag of 
straw, a large bundle of rags and a bottle 
of kerosene were found, together with a 
large braided whip. A quarter of a mile 
down the road two buggies were found, 
in which were a can of tar, a rope 20 
feet long and several rifie cartridges. A 
man known as Douglas was found in one 
of the buggies. He ran away, and, to- 
gether with a man known as George 
Thompson, was caught later. Both said 
they knew nothing of the matter, both 
had been pressed into the affair upon the 
assurance that there was to be no 
shooting. ' 

“An examination of Taylor’s rifle show- 
ed that the magazine contained thirteen 
undischarged cartridges. The ejector of 
the rifle was down and a cartridge was 
found jammed in the breech, preventing 
further use of the weapon. 

“Marx remained that night in_ the 
house, in the custody of Mr. Griffith, who 
had been deputized as special constable. 
Next morning an inquest was held over 
Taylor's body. Thompson testified that 
he had understood the party intended to 
chastise Marx. He’ had been picked up 
on the road, and he knew nothing else 
about the matter. Douglas told a similar 
story to the jury, on which were two 
relatives of one of the dead men. Colo- 
nel Washington told Marx he could make 
a statement to the jury if he deired, and 
Marx did so. A verdict of justifiable 
shooting was at once returned. Marx 
was advised to. leave the county. He 
was taken to Leestown, on the Rappa- 
| hannock, and boarded a boat for Freder- 
| icksburg, where we met him. 

“On Monday night, the night preceding 
the shooting, Marx believes the first at- 
tempt was made to efiter the house. He 
was awakened by an unknown man rap- 
ping on one of the windows. He opened 
the window and the man asked for in- 
formation as to the road to Oak Grove, 
saying he was a traveling salesman. Marx 
told him how to reach the plact, but ine 
man insisted on being shown. Marx re- 
fused to come out of the house, however, 
and a moment afterwards heard the man 
in conversatfon with another person. This 
put him on his guard, and he is fully 
convinced that the call on Tuesday night 
was made by the same persons. 

‘‘Marx deeply deplores the publicity 
given the young lady in the case, and 
who has since stated that he had never 
offered her an insult.’’.

started and the baggage car and Pullman 
were quickly consumed by the flames. 
The passengers in the sleeper wére re- 
moved before the fire gained any head- 
way, and no one in the sleeper was in- 
jured in the least. Those who were in 
the first-class coach, among the pas- 
sengers being a number of women, were 
taken out through the windows and rear 
door. This car was turned on one side, 
with one end at the foot of the embank- 
ment and the other end almost on a 
level with the track. It is a mystery 
that everyone on the car was not killed 
or mangled. But for the fact that the 
train was running at a slow rate of speed 
the death list would have been appalling. 

All of the baggage on the train was 

burned, but none of the mail was lost. 
Scenes at the Wreck. 

The scene around the wreck was an 
appalling one. The groans of the dying 
wceman and of the other injured caused 
many brave hearts to shudder, and the 
glare caused by. the burning coaches lit 
up the surrounding country, making: a 
wild and weird sight. 

Those who were not injured, or but 
Slightly so, went to work with a will to 
get those out of the wreck who were not 
so fortunate, and the train crew worked 
until daylight. A wrecking train was 
hurriedly gotten up and one of the tracks 
was cleared this morning. The other is 
still obstructed, but will be clear by to- 
morrow. There will be no inconvenience 
to travel. 

The dead women were horribly man- 
gled, and on the wing of the Southern 
railway, where they Tell from the em- 
bankment, is the blood and brains of one 
of them. She was killedginstantly. The 
other woman lingered in agony for an 
hour and a half, dying while. on the way 
to the hospital. 

A glance at the track where the cars 
left it shows that the extreme end of the 
switch had been bent and that a sharp 
flange of one of the wheels of the bag- 
gage car eaught this and threw the 
switch, causing the rear cars to taks a 
different track from the one on which the 
engine and two first cars passed. ‘The 
second-class coach fell backward down 
fhe culvert, the front trucks remaining 
on the Central tracks, while the car was 
across the Southern tracks. 

As soon as it was seen that the wreck 
was afire an alarm was sent in from the 
box at the Southern railway ijiepot and 
the apparatus of the fire department re- 
sponded promptly, but on account of the 
inaccessibility of the wrecked and burn- 
ing cars they were able to do but little. 
The Pullman and baggage car was burned 
to the track and one end of the first-class 
coach, where it projected over the track, 
was burned 

Freeman’s Thrilling Experience. 

Jamcs Freeman, traveling passenger 
agent of the Southern railway, is in a 
private war] at the Macon hopital. Mr. 
Freeman is suffering severely, but was 
able to talk about the wreck this after- 
noon, He was in the front end of the sec- 
ond-class coach and was partly asleep at 
the time the train left the track. As the 
coach weht bumping over the crassties, 
however, it aroused him fully and he 
started to get up and go toward the door, 
when the cars were stopped and the one 
he was in fell backward through the cul- 
vert to the tracks below. He was thrown 
the full length of the car and escaped 
through a window. Mr. Freeman will 
be all right in a thort while but the 
severe wound on his forehead will leave 
an ugly scar. ° 

All of today the scene of the wreck 
was visited by citizens and parties from 
the .

the wreckage. / 

One young woman, a member of the 
Berger Carnival Company, lost her ef- 
fects in the wreck and was busy this 
morning looking for some relics among 
the debris. All of her clothing was burn- 
ed, but she managed to find severa] ar- 
ticles of jewelry that had been in her 
trunk. One young man, a machinist, had 
his tool chest in the baggage car. He 
found the tools this morning, but the 
wooden portions of them had been burn- 
ed away. 

While the wrecking cr@w was engaged 
in lifting the first-class coach from down 
the embankment, the ropes and derrick 
broke, and several persons who were near 
the train had a narrow escape from being 
killed. 

F. A. Stafford, a mail clerk, was badly 
burned. He was in one corner of the car 
and was thrown the entire length of the 
car against a stove and received severe 
burns. He is thankful that he escaped 
as he did. 

Rev. J. G. Harrison, pastor of the Tatt- 
nall Square Baptist church, of this city, 
had been down the country on a hunt and 
was returning home. His dog and gun 
were in the baggage car. The dog was 
killed and the gun fost in the fire. Mr. 
Harrison was not injured. 

The unknown, unconscious negro wom- 
an at the Macon nospital has a broken 
wfist and ankle, and her head is so in- 
jured as to cause a partial paralysis of 
the brain. She cannot live.

The Brazil family, members of the Wal- 
ter Main Circus Company, four in num- 
ber, were all injured, but were able to go 
on a special train. A number of per- 
eons who were not seriously injured stated 
they would get attention in Atlanta.

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Wireless Telegraphy Great Aid to 
Weather Bureau. 


PROGRESS MADE DURING YEAR 


System Operated on-Miles of Coast 
Line—Messages from the Islands 
of the Ocean. 


Washington, December 8.—The annuai 
report of Professor Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the United States weather bureau, 
says that substantial improvements have 
been made during the past year in the 
weather bureau system of wireless 
telegraphy. Such progress has been 
made by the government experimenters 
that, with no interference by private sys- 
tems, stations can be successfully oper- 
ated over at least one hundred and 
fifty miles of coast line and are 
now in operation along the Virginia 
and North Carolina coasts, and soon will 
be instituted between the 
islands and the mainland and Tatoosh 
island and the mainland on the Pacific 
coast. 

An important extension of the forecast 
work of the bureau was made during the 
year whereby meteorological reports from 
certain points in the British isles, the 
continent of Europe and from the Azores 
are transmitted to Washington, and with 
observations from Nassau, Bermuda and 
Turks island are regularly published on 
the weather ‘maps, together with fore- 
casts of the wind and the state of the 
weather for the first three days out of 
steamers bound eastward. 

The cotton region service has been ex- 
tended into Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory, and arrangements have been 
made for beginning a similar work in 
California, to be known as the fruit and 
wheat service. Professor Moore points 
with pride to the complete system the 
weather bureau has for the accurate and 
complete collection and dissemination of 
crop information, having a large number 
of paid employees and volunteer observ- 
ers and 14,000 persons reporting weekly 
to central points on the effect of the 
weather upon crops in their respective 
localities. 

Forecasts are distributed by rural free 
delivery to nearly 42,000 families.

HOW FAGIN WAS DECAPITATEO. 


American Negro Who Has Been 
Leading Filipinos. 

Manila, December 8.—Native scouts 
from Bengabon, province of Nueva Ecija, 
have killed the American negro, David 
Fagin, a deserter from the Twenty-fourth 
(colored) infantry, who for more than 
two years has been leading Filipinos 
against the American troops. The na- 
tive scouts decapitated their prisoner. 
The man’s head, however, was recognized 
as that of Fagin’s. They also secured his 
commigsion in the insurgent army. Fagin 
had on one of his fingers the class ring 
of Lieutenant Frederick W. Altstaetter, 
of the engineers, who was captured by 
Filipinos, supposedly under the command 
of Fagin himself, October 28, 1900. Fagin 
has been reported killed upon several ic- 
casions. The authorities 
that former’ statements of his death wef 
erroneous, and that he has now been 
killed 

A military commission has sentenced 
the Filipino general Isidore Torres to be 
hanged after finding him guilty of or- 
dering the assassination” of Corporal 
Fieldner, of the Twelfth infantry, at 
Malolos, province of Bulucan, last Oc- 
tober. The sentence of the commission 
has been disapproved by General Chaffee, 
who finds that the commission had rea- 
sonable grounds to doubt whether Gen- 
eral Torres personally ordered the assas- 
Sination of the American soldie?. Gen- 
eral Chaffee thinks that the high rank 
held by Torres in the insurgent army 
would have been sufficient to prevent 
such unmilitary action on his part.

Manila Merchants Refuse To Sell 
Goods for Mexican Silver. 
Manila, December 8.—The United States 
Philippine commission thas passed an act 
authorizing the insuiar purchasing agent 
to draw money in geld for the payment 
of supplies purchased, as the merchants 
refuse t» sell goods fcr Mexican silver. 
A general feeling of unezsiness prevails 
among the business men of Manila from 
the unofficial announcement that begin- 
ning January 1 the United States Phil- 
ippine commission intends to reduce by 
the difference in the fall in the price of 
s‘iver the present ratio of two Mexican 
dollars for one gold dollar. It is hoped, 
however, that some scluticn of the diffi- 
culty may b2 found which may obviate 
this necessity, as, for instance, the tax- 
ing of each silver dollar imported into 
the islands by the difference: hetween its 
actual buliion price and 530 cents in gold.

Manila, December 8&—Superintendent 
Atkinson, of the public schools of the 
archipelago, has written a letter to Pedro 
Paterno, the Filipino politician, saying 
instructions have been given to every 
school throughout the islands to celebrate 
annually the birthday of Jose Rigal, ihe 
Filipino patriot who was executed by the 
Spaniards. The life and history of Rizal 
will be recited in the schools on this 
day. Paterno, in a manifesto, has asked 
for contributions from the scholars, their 


parents and their teachers to be devoted 


to constructing the proposed monument 
to Rizal's memory. Paterno concluded 
his manifesto by sayirg: 

“If Rizal, the Filipino Washington, 
were alive he would help all Filipino 
children to gain an éducation.”’

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Message of President Roosevelt and 
Speech of Prince of Wales Had 
Good Effect—Iron and Coal

London, December 8.—The outlook on 
the stock exchange was somewhat 
brighter during the past week owing to 
the message from Presfdent Roosevelt, 
the speecn of the prince of Wales und 
the unexpectedly heavy captures in South 
Africa. ‘These latter also helped the 
market for mining shares, and kaffirs 
rcse slightly on indefinite predictions of 
the termination of the South African war. 

The money situation was satisfactory, 
and there was no prospect of stringency 
in New York, Paris and Berlin bills, 
while after the Ist of January the cus- 
tomary cash returns from the monetary 
centers promise easy money for several 
weeks to come. It is thought this prom- 
ised situation, combined with the present 
low -price of all stocks, will stimulate 
both Investment and speculation. 

The volume of business to date is still 
limited. American securities were lethat- 
gic in spite of the improvement,of Wall 
street. Home rails had a brighter out- 
lcok on tmproved traffic reports and the 
promtse of the directors to increase econ- 
omies as well as the efficiency of the 
roads during the coming year. 

The silver situation is still critical, al- 
though silver has recovered slightly from 
its lowest quotetions. The future of sil- 
ver is said to depend entirely upon 
whether the United States refrain: from 
pressing further sales. 

Consols strengthened considerably dur- 
ing the week on the report that tiie next 
sovernment loan would take the shape of 
Transvaal 3 per cents guaranteed by the 
British government. 

' ‘Stocks Strong at Berlin. 

Berlin, December 8.—The boerse did not 
show any uniform tendency during the 
past week. While there was a. bull 
movement in domestic shares, industrials 
were exhausted. Foreign rentes continued 
to rise and domestic banks likewise made 
further advances. 

Iron and. coal shares continued strong 
until Friday, wher a reaction began. This 
was in response to the renewed dismal 
news from th2 producing centers, which 
caused the falls in prices recorded on 
Friday and Saturday, and which brought 
quotations from 2 to 4 points below those 
of the previous week, 

The expected movement in the iron 
market as a result of a better tendency 
of the boerse has been entirely disapplnt- 
ing. Yesterday the silesian iron. compa- 
nies resolved upgn a further -reduction 
of wages, and durirg the week several 
furnaces were reported as having blown 
out. The only support for iron shares 
was in the cabled reports from the 
United States. 

The shares of oceanic steamship com- 
panies received a setback from the meés- 
sage of President Roosevelt to the con- 
gress, but partially recovered toward the 
end of the week. : 

German loans are firm and advancing 
slightly. ‘‘Al thé 4 per cent rentes,”’ says 
The Frankfurter Zeitung, “are eagerly 
bought by the banks for their customers, 
owing to the conviction that the time for 
4 per cent loans has passed.’’ '

There has been considerable discussion 
concerning the cotton postition and much 
diversity of opinion. The bulls think the 
crop will not exceed 10,000,000 bales, while 
the bears firmly believe it will amount to 
10,500,000 bales.- It 18 worthy of notice 
that the stock of American cotton at Liv- 
erpool and tte ouantity aficat of all kinds 
exceed the records for the same period 
cf 1£00 by 45,000 bales and 68,000 bales, re- 
spectively. 

The demand for cloth from China was 
srrall and mainly restricted to sorting up. 
The Indian demand was irregular. Of- 
ters were fairly numerous, but the limits 
were usually wnacceptable, being arc- 
centuated by the advance in cotton. 

A fair quantity of light printing and 
bleaching cloths was placed with pro- 
ducers who needed work. The markets 
of Levant and South America were ina-t- 
ive; there was a willingness to buy at 
the price, but traders were reluctant to 
follow the advance. / 

It is stated, Lowever, that the Brazilian 
trade is more hepeful. The position of 
yarns was stronger, Spinners refused to 
dc business except on the full advance 
of cotton, and buyers rarely obtained a

The Citizen and the Baliot. 
Although the outside world looks 
upon us as a nation of politicians, it is 
nevertheless a fact which will be sur 
prising to many of our readers tuat 
every time we have an election in this 
country the number of persons act- 
uafly voting falls far short of the num- 
ber qualified to vote. 

For example, in the last presidential 
election, which brought out the largest 
vote ever cast in this country, there 
Was an enormous percentage of duly 
qualified voters who failed to go to 
the polls on election day. But what 
is true of national politics is likewise 
true of state and local politics. Here 
in Atlanta this condition of affairs has 
confronted us time and again, and At- 
Janta is no exception to the rule of 
cities in this respect. Of course, va- 
rious reasons may be advanced in ex- 
planation of this failure of the people 
to vote, such reasons as illness, be- 
reavement or absence on the day of 
election, failure to pay taxes and num- 
erous others, but the fact remains that 
even when this deduction is made 
‘there are still numbers of duly quali- 
fied voters whose failure to vote can 
be satisfactorily explained only upon 
‘the ground of indifference to the right 
~tsuffrage. 

Is this spirit of apathy consistent 
‘with the spirit of our free American 
institutions, and can it be justified 
even upon the plea that the issues in- 
‘volved are of comparatively little im- 
portance? Whatever may be the 
gravity of the issues involved, this 
‘failure to vote is always in evidence 
and no amount of popular interest is 
ever sufficient to arouse the slumber- 


"= “tng consciences of some people upon 


‘the subject of voting. Is it right? 
Is it democratic? Is it wise? 

In the ideal republic, which the phi- 
losopher and the statesmen are fond 
of holding up to the contemplation of 
‘Yhe people, every man is. vitaliy con- 


= ¢* cerned about the administration of the 


‘government, and is not only a voter. 
but a student of all the political and 
economic questions which affect the 
republic's welfare: and while the ideal 
republic may never exist except in the 
dreams of the would-be reformer, 
there is no reason why we should not 
fix our ambitions upon the attainment 
,of the ideal, even though we may fall 
‘far short of the goal. Indulging in 
speculation just for a moment, how de- 
lightful the condition of affairs in this 
country would be and how speedily 
our troublesome problems would dis- 
solve before our eyes like the vapory 
phantoms of the morning, if every cit- 
izen of this country not only felt it 
his duty to vote in every election, but 
going still further felt it incumbent 
upon ‘him to bring the light of his own 
diligent’ an@ faithful studies to bear 
upon every Problem affecting the wel- 
fare of the government. 

We are giad to note that little Bel- 
gium is setting this country an excel- 
lent example in the effort which she 
is making to impress upon her citizen- 
ship the paramount importance of the 
ballot; and so far have her efforts in 
this respect succeeded that in the las: 
election, out of 1,058,165 qualified 
voters there were only 5,551 who failed 
to vote in the election: and of this 
number 2,621, when summoned before 
the magistrates, were able to render 
satisfactory excuses, making the num- 
ber of persons who were guilty in the 
eyes of the law of neglecting the du- 
ties of citizenship only 2,930, or barely 
one-fourth of 1 per vent. 

But how has this result been ac- 
complished? What coercive methods 
has Belgium adopted for bringing out 
her voters on the day of election? 
From what we can gather. it appears 
that when an offender who is brought 
before the magistrates for the first 
time has no statutory excuse to offer 
for failing to vote, he is simply repri- 
manded for being derelict in the per- 
formance of his public duty, but if the 
offense is repeated, and he is brougnt 
before the magistrate again, he is fined 
for the offense, and thus he is required 
to pay the penalty for each successive 
failure to vote until he thoroughly 
| learns the lesson of patriotism which 
a ee have undertaken to teach 

We are not prepared to recommend 
this course of procedure to our 
American lawmakers, but we are fullv 
Prepared to urge upon them the ad. 
ye Visability of giving it due considera- 
tion. Certainly there is cause for very 
great concern that so many of our peo. 
ple absent themselves from the polls 
on the day of election. and unless ef- 
cove measures are taken for correct.

The Schley Decision. 

It is denied that the Schley court of 
inquiry has reached the decision in- 
dicated in dispatches sent out from 
Washington a day or two ago. It is 
a fact, however, that Washington cor: 
respondents have a remarkable way 
of getting at the truth ahead of of- 
ficial reports, and the general impres- 
sion is that the finding will be about 
as indicated in the telegrams referred 
to. 

Schley may be found guilty of some 
of the minor charges, for what man 
ever did anything so well that some 
other, after it was over, could not 
show that it could have been done 
better or ought to have been done dif- 
ferently? There are thousands of 
men who think Dewey should not 
have stopped fighting to eat break- 
fast at Manila, and the hero of that 
battle has been sneered at quite a lot 
by men who were not in the wart 

It looks like Schley will be found 
guilty of saying “damn” in the pres- 
ence of Lieutenant Hodgson. If he 
did, it “were a grievous fault, and 
grievously hath Schley answered it.”’ 

The public cares little for the minor 
matters. The question is: Was. Schley 
inefficient and was he a coward when 
Cervera came out to give battle? 

The crucial test came at Santiago, 
and if Schley bore himself well and 
bravely there—as all the world 
knows, and as possibly the court has 
also learned—then the minor criti- 
cisms will be of no consequence. The 
wreck-strewn coast will reinforce the 
finding.

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Water in the ‘‘Desert of Death.”’ 

It is a remarkable coincidence that 
just as President Roosevelt’s message 
was being read throughout the coun- 
try recommending the reclamation of 
the arid lands of the west, an artesian 
well should spout up in the famous 
“Desert of Death.” This “Desert of 
Death” extends from Oklahoma al- 
most to California, and is the mosi 
arid waste in the country. Many men 
have lost their lives for lack of water 
within its boundaries. 

Recently a Denver company began 
boring for oil near Eagle, New Mex- 
ico. Their luck, it seems, “‘made them 
miss,’ and instead of oil. 
they struck water, which dispatches 
Say pours from the ground upon the 
burning sands in a generous stream. 
This story, which comes from El Paso. 
Texas, may be another of the fairy 
tales sent out from the Lone Star 
State, but it is not unreasonable. If 
there is plenty of water to be ob- 
tained for the boring, it may do some 
thing toward the solution of the prob. 
lem which President Roosevelt has 
tackled. 

There is quite a diversity of senti- 
ment expressed by the newspapers of 
the country regarding President 
Roosevelt’s suggestion. As a matter 
of fact some day the government will 
take the step which he proposes. The 
rapid and steady increase of popula- 
tion will call for more land. Inten- 
Sive agriculture will become more 
general, but even with that there will] 
inevitably be a demand for the recla- 
mation of the waste places, and the 
watering of the arid lands would sim- 
ply be intensive farming on a big 
scale—making our country produce 
more than it otherwise would for the 
support of an increased population. 
The point is made that such work is 
not an enterprise that the general 
governmens ®an undertake. If it is to 
be accomplished at all, how else can 
it be done? A _ general system—a 
unity of plan will have to be adopted. 
The president says thé lands can be 
sold by the government after thev 
are reclaimed and the treasury be re- 
imbursed. As for the right of the gov- 
ernment to undertake the enterprise 
he says: 

The storing of the floods in reservoirs 
at the headwaters of our rivers is but an 
enlargement of our present policy of river 
control, under which levees are built on 
the lower reaches of the same streams. 

The country has broken away from 
the old strict-construction ideas and 
the general government is doing a lot 
of things that in times past were con- 
sidered beyond its sphere. If we can 
buy real estate as far away as the 
Philippines, whip Spain and set Cuba 
free, do police duty in South America 
and dig a canal gcross an isthmus it is 
absurd to say we cannot reclaim 
desert lands in the west. 


Provide Markets Now. 

While President Roosevelt is recom- 
mending reciprocity that can be ac- 
complished without injury to any of 
our protected interests, production 
goes booming along and the surplus 
goods are beginning:to bank up. The 
New York Sun, a sepublican organ. 
Says: 

For October our imports wére $9,049,762 
more than for October last year, and for 
the ten months ending October 31 they 
were $26,713,406 more than last year, the 
increase being largely in articles of lux- 
ury. Our exports in the month were $17,- 
447,042 less than in October, 1900, and for 
the ten months were $5,409,339 less than 
for the ten months of the preceding year. 

Our so-called-balance of trade was thus 
reduced during the month by $26,496,804, 
which was about the same reduction re- 
corded for September. The value of our 
exports is of course far greater than that 
of our imports; but whereas up to about 
six months ago this preponderance was 
continually inereasing, it is now as stead- 
ily decreasing. 

The conclusion from this state of af- 
fairs is obvious. A Parge surplus of our 
products, both of raw materials and of 
manufactures, is constantly increasing 
and pressing upon our domestic market. 

The condition of affairs indicated 
above—and the figures are compiled 
from the October statement of the 
government bureau of statisties—is 
one admonishing the president and 
congress that there should be action 
at this session. When Mr. Roosevelt 
describes reciprocity as the hand- 
maiden of protection we’ suppose he 
means that the handmaiden will find 
the market for surplus product of the 
protected industries. 

| Then she should lose no time in get- 
ting to work. When overproduction 
comes, factories shut down and busi- 
ness stops. McKinley had _ given 
thought to this while Roosevelt was 
engaged with other matters, and his 
words were not intended to be mere 
idle talk.

The New German Tariff. 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

Investigations by German officials show 
that the reports as to the industrial de- 
pression in Germany have not been exag- 
gerated. The aggregate of unemployed 
men is 500,000, being 4 per cent of the total 
number of artisans in the country. In the 
larger towns from 7 to 10 per cent of the 
working population is idle. In the metal 
trades 20,600 men are at work now, while 
73,100 were at work a year ago. 

Yet at this distressful time the reichstag 
is asked by the government to pass a tariff 
act which will increase greatly the duties 
on, and hence the cost of, breadstuffs and 
meats. The present rate on wheat is $8.30 
a ton. It is proposed to make the rate 
$15.40 a ton. Flour, which pays now $17.40 
a ton, is to pay $32.10. Proportionately the 
same rate of increase ig proposed as re- 
gards pork, beef, butter, cheese and other 
provisions. Bread and meat are dear 
enough in Germany now, and the condi- 
tions of life almost unendurable for a 
large percentage of the working classes. 
Food will be dearer yet and existence a 
greater burden if the tariff is raised. An 
increase in German emigration to the 
United States may be looked for. 

It is, however, the plan of the German 
government to mitigate these higher du- 
ties, if voted, by commercial treaties, It 
will use them for trading purposes, as 
some of the higher duties in the Dingley 
jaw were meant to be used but have not 
been. Congress may put the reciprocity 
policy on one side now. It will have to 
face it later on. &

Marching On Together. 
(From The New York Commercial.) 

In his address at the formal opening 
of the South Carolina Interstate and 
West Indian exposition, the junior United 
States senator from New York, Chauncey 
Mitchell Depew, declared with all his 
customary impressiveness of statement 
that ‘‘the east is surrendering its spin- 
dles’’ to the south and ‘‘the middle states 
their furnaces.”’ 

We must make due allowance for the 
enthusiasm born of the occasion and for 
the temptation to run into rhetoric and 
away from fact. The senator didn’t quite 
mean what he said. The east isn’t “sur- 
rendering’ its spindles to the south ‘a 
little bit.’ On the contrary, it is not 
only holding fast to what it has but is 
steadily adding to their number. During 
the cotton season of 1894-95 the east—that 
is, the manufacturing towns of New Eng- 
land—had 13,700,000 spindles in operation; 
six years later the number had risen to 
14,050,000—not a great increase, to be sure, 
but still not a loss or a “surrender’’ of a 
single spindle. 

The south, meantime, increased her 
spindles from 2,433,248 in 1894-95 to 4,540,515 
in 2899-1900—almost 10@ per cent. Ia build- 
ing cotton mills by the cotton fields she 
is going ahead by leaps and by bounds— 
but Fall River and Lawrence and Lowell, 
Saco and Biddefoid and J.ewiston and all 
the old-time strongholds of cotton manu- 
facture are holding the fort and strength- 
ening it, not “‘surrendering.’” The south 
is simply developing her own resources 
and making the most of them—'causing 
two blades of grass to grow where one 
grow before.” 

And the same is true of the iron and 
steel industries. There is no ‘“surren- 
der’’ anywhere. All sections are march- 
ing on together. 

Mr. Wu Indiscreet.

Minister Wu has been gently chided by 
a number of newspapers for his activity 
in campaigning against the reenactment 
of the Geary law. The dapper little Ori-

The symposium herewith presented con- 
talhing clippings from advance sheets of 
the United States consular reports in ref- 
erence to the foreign coal market, will be 
of special jnterest to American miners and 
exporters of this product. They will give 
some idea of the demand and prices for 
coal, freight rates, market conditions, 
etc., now prevailing in Europe. 


Austria. 

Consul Hossfeld, of Trieste, October 31, 
1901, says: 

“Previous to the year 1900, no American 
coal had ever found its way to this mar- 
ket. Of the 270,000 tons imported last year 
52 per cent came from Great Britain and 
17 per cent, or about 46,000 tons, from the 
United States. This was a satisfactory be- 
ginning. For thé first six months of this 
year, 35,000 tons were imported from our 
country. In view of the low prices now 
ruling for Cardiff, however, the total ship- 
ments for the year will probably not be 
larger than those of 190. There will 
doubtless be occasional importations of 
our coal, and if there were a depot estab- 
lished at Trieste, I believe that from 15%,- 
000 to 200,000 tons a year could be dis- 
posed of. 

‘Steam coal is usuaHy sold in Europe on 
long-time contracts, and when American 
mine owners are ready to follow this plan 
a large trade can be permanently estab- 
lished. Ocean freights have been so un- 
steady that the European dealer could not 
satisfactorily calculate the cost. 

“The excellent qualities of our coal are 
recognized here. Trieste engineers believe 
that good American coal is fully equal 
to the Cardiff product. My observation 
has convinced me, however, that ship- 
ments for this market should cofisist only 
of well-screened lump coal. Fine . coal 
does not bring enough to pay its freight. 

‘The rates of freight from Cardiff to 
Trieste now range from $1.82 to $1.94 per 
ton. according to the sige of the collier, 
against $3.16 a year ago. The last ship- 
ment of Cardiff brought 23s ($5.58) f. o. b. 
Trieste. Other British coal is quoted: 


Newcastle, $4.74 to $4.86 per ton f. 0. bo 


Trieste; Liverpool and Hull, $4.62 to $4.74; 
Scotch, $4.38 to $4.62.” 


France. 

The American coal producer should 
watch for opportunities in Europe. These 
are now offered by the strike in the min- 
ing districts in France, the strike in Bouth 
Wales, and constantly increasing cost of 
mining coal from the deep pits In Wales,

product has made abroad, and the low 
rates for ocean freight. 

At present the better grades of Welsh 
steam coals cost about 23 francs ($4.43) at 
Cardiff. To this must be added the ex- 
port tax, freight, insurance, French du- 
ties, and other incidental expenses, which 
bring the cost price of the coal in Nantes 
to about 36 francs ($6.94). A leading coal 
dealer informed me yesterday that he has 
been offered American anthracite coal 
at 26s ($6.31) c. i. f., and that anthracite 
from Swansea costs 28s ($6.80) in addition 
to the freight. I think he would be wil- 
ling to try a 2,000-ton cargo from America. 
Recently a cargo arrived at Bordeaux, 
and a 4,000-ton cargo has just arrived at 
Rouen. Severa] cargoes of American 
steam coal] have recently arrived in St. 
Mazairg for the French §Steamship Com- 
pany, and I am informed the coal gives 
good satisfaction. A 5,000-ton cargo of 
steam coal will arrive in St. Nazaire in a 
few days, consigned to the Paris-Orleans 
Railway Company.

Consul Brunot, of St. Etienne, says that 
an inquiry was recently made by the 
large iron interests in France as to the 
possibility of securing coal from the 
United States, and they decided that the 
superior quality of our product compen- 
sated for the increased expenses of trans- 
portation; consequently, it may be con- 
fidently expected that in thé near fu- 
ture our coal will have found a permanent 
market in France.

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WRIGHT WILL SUSTAIN 
THE GOVERNOR'S: VETO 


Author of Dispensary Bill Wil 
Not Vote To Override 
Governor's Action, 


WANTS RESPONSIBILITY 
10 REST ON GOVERNOR 


Satisfied To Let the Matter Stand, 
as He“Believes After a Year All 
Prohibitionists Will See 
Need for Such a 
Law. 


a 


Hon. Seaborn Wright, of Floyd county, 
announced on his return to the city last 
night that he would vote to sustain the 
governor's veto of the dispensary bill, of 
which he is the author, should the matter 
come up in the house with a view to over- 
riding the veto. 

This annouricement will come as a sur- 
prise from Mr. Wright, who has worked 
so ardently and with such force in behalf 
of his measure, and who has felt such a 


deep personal as well as political interest | 


in its success. 

It is well known that there is a senti- 
ment among certain members of the house 
Who are anxious for the passage of the 
measure to endeavor to override the veto. 
It is said this same sentiment has already 
taken definite shapd@ in the senate, and 
the matter igs expected to come up in that 
body today or tomorrow. It was supposed 
that Mr. Wright would be in this event 
one of the most ardent workers against 
the veto, and would continue his efforts to 
get it enacted into law in spite of Gov- 
ernor Candler'’s action. 

This, however, is not the case. Instead 
of seeking to make the measure a law by 
a two-thirds vote of the house, Mr. 
Wright will vote against his own Dill, 
should it come up, and will explain his 
reasons on the floor of the house, urging 
that the matter be permitted to stand as 
it is. ° 

There will be considerable interest to 
know what effect this attitude on the part 
of the author of the bill will have upon 
the house. Many members of that body 
are deeply interested in the measure, but 
the opinion of the few who heard last 
night of Mr. Wright's attitude was that 
it would probably destroy what chances 
the bill had of being carried over the 
veto. 

What Mr. Wright Says. 

Mr. Wright was seen last night by a 
representative of The Constitution and 
asked his reasons for desiring to sustain 
the veto. 

“I shall vote to sustain the veto,” Mr. 


Wright said, “because I think the matter | 


ought to be allowed to stand as the gov- 
ernor has left it. I think the responsi- 
bility should be allowed to rest on him, as 
it now does, 

‘In the next place,’’ Mr. Wright con- 
tinued, “I see that the prohibitionists of 
the state are divided on the matter, and 
on this account, after thinking the matter 
over since I have been at home, I have 
decided not to press it further. After a 
year has passed, however, and dispen- 
saries have been established in nearly all 
the dry counties of the state they will dis- 
cover that I was right, and I think you 
will then see a popular demand on their 
part for just such legislatiqn as this.”’ 

Mr. Wright said should the matter come 
up in the house with a view of overriding 
the governor's veto he would explain ful- 
ly his reasons for voting against such ac- 
tion. The foregoing statement is, in brief, 


explanatory of his attitude in the matter. 


Several members of the house who were 
seen in .the lobby of the Kimball house 
last night stated they would vote for the 
bill should the matter come up. It was 
also reported that three senators who had 
voted against the measure would vote to 
override the veto. It is belleved the mat- 
ter will come up and that the discussion 
will be an interesting one.

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A BUSY WEEK 


Blalock Resolution To Come 
Up Tomorrow and It 
May Be Passed. 


CONSTITUTIONAL BILL 
BEFORE THE SENATE 


Depot Bill Up on Tuesday, and Will 
No Doubt Become a Law—Talk 
of Effort To Override Gov- 
ernor’s Veto of Dis- 
pensary Bill. 


A great deal of work wil) necessarily 
be crowded into this week’s session of 
the legislature which by law comes to @ 
close on Friday night, December 13. 

The house having finished with the At- 
lanta depot bill, which was the main 
bone of contention, is free to handle 
whatever matters the steering committee 
may see fit to bring before it. ‘ 

Monday's session, as usual, will prob- 
ably be a lignt one, but it is assured that 
on Tuesday the steering committee will 
put the Blalock resolution to pay the 


the public property fund at the front of 
the order of business. . 

The Blalock resolution is probably the 
inost important piece of legislation the 
house has yet to deal with. There-has 
been some quiet campaign work done in 
its behalf since it was reconsidered, and 
several members who voted against it _be- 
fore have given assurances that they 
would vote to pass it when it’: comes up 
again. 

Both the state treasurer and the gov- 
ernor are anxious to see this resolution 
go through on account of the treasury 
deficit, since this is about the only prac- 
ticable way in which it can be met. It 
is understood there will be no material 
opposition to the measure in the senate, 
and that there are only two or three sena- 
tors who will vote against it. 

A full house is looked for this week 
on account of the fact that the close 
of the session is near at hand, and be- 
sides man,r members have loca! bills 
which they are anxious to get through In 
time for them to pass senate. As a result 
there will probably be more of the friends 
of the resolution present than was the 
case when it first came up for action. 

The steerine committee is now in com- 
plete contro] of the order of Lusiness in 
the house, and whatever other measures 
are to come up will depend on its judg- 
ment. Today, tomorrow and perhaps a 
part of Wednesday wili he devoted to 
important measures which must be read 
three times on separate days in the sen- 
ate before they can become laws. Among 
these the child Jabor bill may be given a 
good position, as it has held a good place 
on the calendar ail along, and there are 
strong influences back of it. 

The latter part of the week will un- 
doubtedly be devoted to disposing of 
senate bills, many of Which are local, 
but of which the most fmportant is the 
constitutiona] amendment measure. 

The Week in the Senate. 

The first thing before the senate this 
morning is the constitutional amendment 
bill, which has been made the continu- 
ing special order, and will remain under 
consideration until it is finally dispos- 
ed of. 

Two of the amendments which were 
passed last weck, those giving county of- 
ficorgy a four-year term and repealing 
the section of the constitution against 
banishment and the whipping post, were 
reconsidered, and the same was done with 
two of those that were lost, the amend- 
ments to give the governor and state 
hovse officers four-year terms and to 
authorize the legislature to exempt in- 
dustria] enterprises from taxation under 
certain conditions. 

When these amendments were reconsid- 
ered the bill was tabled on account of the 
smal] attendance in the senate, but was 
afterwards taken up and mgde the spe- 
cial order for today. If there ig anything 
like a full senate today the bill will, no 
doubt, be finally disposed of and trans- 
mitted at once to the house, which will 
probably. take it up for final action on 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

The senate has already passed the bill 
providing for the reorganization of the 
military forces of the state, changing and 
consolidating the military laws, etc., and 
the house will have this important meas- 
ure to consider the latter part of the 
week. 

The measure of greatest local interest 
to come before the senate is the Atlanta 
depot bill, which is the special order 
for tomorrow immedéately after the read- 
ing of the journal. This bill was made 
the special order by unanimous con- 
sent, and in this and other ways the 
senate has shown a most favorable dis- 
position toward it. It is said there are 
very few, if any, votes against the meas- 
ure in the senate, and it is believed it 
will g9 through withott any considerable 
debate. It is not even thought the biil 
will be materially amended by the senate, 
and the belief ts that it will be a law with 
the governors signature attached by 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

The Dispensary Bill. 

The Wright dispensary bill, which was 
vetoed by the governor, is looked to for 
some of the interest and amusement the 
week :n the genera] assembly may af- 
ford. 

A disposition has developed in the sen- 
ate particularly, and also among certain 
members in the house, to override the 
governor's veto, if possible. and make 
the bil] a law anyhow. It is said there 
is probably a better opportunity for this 
in the senate than there is in the house. 
The belief is expressed that with a full 
senate there will be little difficulty in 
getting thirty senators, which is two- 
thirds. to vote for the measure, and for 
this reason it is likely the matter will 
be taken up in, that body first. 

In the house'the bill received 9% votés 
on its passawe, which is 22 votes less than 
a two-thirds majority, and it is said some 


of those who voted for it the first time 


are against it now. However, the friends 
of the bil} assert with much positiveness 
that it will receive mueh more support 
if it comes up again than it did on the 
first round. 

Governor Candler, it is stated, will cer- 
tainly not take it as any persona! slight 
should the legislature see fit to pass the 
bill over his veto. He disapproved the 
bill because he believed it a bad one, and 
because he thought there was a danger- 
ous ambiguity in it. Having done this,

STATE POLITICAL GOSSIP 


GATHERED AT THE CAPITAL 


ON. SBPABORN WRIGHT, of 
H Floyd, who has been one of the 
most prominent figures in the pres- 
ent general assembly, and who has for 
a long time taken an active part in Geor- 
gia’s political affairs, will retire from 
political life altogether at the close of his 
present legislative term, and will seek 
a career of quiet and repose on his farm 
near Rome. 

“Yes, I have decided to give up poli- 
tics altogether,’’ he remarked to some 
of his friends in the house, “and when 
my term as a member of the present 
legislature expires I shall not stand for 
any other political office. I have had 
my share of the turmoil and trouble of 
political activity and I shall henceforth 
lead a quiet and retired life on my farm. 
in Floyd county.” 

Mr. Wright has been an interesting 
figure in Georgia politics for many years. 
His principal activity has been in behalf 
of the prohibition movement, he first 
fiaving made ardent efforts in behalf of 
complete state prohibition. He has plead- 
ed the cause on the stump as a prohibi- 
tion candidate for governor, and he has 
handied the question without gloves in 
legislative halls and councils. Mr. 
Wright has been a member of severad 
legislatures, and in all of them he has 
been a leader of the prohibition move- 
ment, 


JOHNSON, OF BARTOW. 

A member of the legislature, discuss- 
ing the race for the commisionership of 
agriculture, remarked in the lobby of 
the Kimball house last night that he 
would not be at all surprised to see 
Representative M. L. Johnson, of Bar- 
tow. county, in the race.

A law preventing the marriage 
of imbeciles, persons afflicted with he- 
reditary insanity, consumption and in- 
curable diseases will be framed during the 
session.

When the tree is 
felled it is shorn of its limbs and then 
dragged through the forest to a stream 
down which it can be floated to a lumber 
port.

Saturday Afternoon, 


He Was 
Where Bank Had Been Blown 


Up with Dynamite and 
Robbed of $2,000 in 
Cash. 


People in the union depot Saturday af- 
ternoon were surprised to see two men 
suddenly seize hold of 4 third and hurry 
him into a Southern train about to pull 
out for Chattanooga. The man taken hold 
of did not struggle, but he held back as 
if expostulating, and was half forced 
into the train, where he was held until 
it left the depot. 

The prisoner thus unceremoniously 
seized was Jule Wylie, a well-known rail- 
road man, and his captors were two offi- 
cers from Douglasville. 

Wylie was wanted on the charge of ‘be- 
ing one of the three burglars who blew 
open the bank at Douglasville with dyna- 
mite and robbed the vault of $2,000. 

The robbery was committed last Satur- 
day morning about 2:30 o’clock. It was 
discovered when the bank was opened the 
same morning. The robbers did not take 


' all the money in the vault, probably be- 


coming frightened and wishing to get 
away as quickly as possible. 

A hand car was missed by the section 
boss at Douglasville, and the car was 
found at Austell. The burglars had got 
away on the car and had come in the 
direction of Atlanta. 

The Douglasville officers secured infor- 
mation that pointed to Jule Wylie as one 
of the burglars. They came to Atlanta 
quietly and began their hunt without 
making any report to the police. They 
sought for WyHe several hours and had 
about given him up. They went to the 
depot to take the train to Douglasville 
when they discovered the man they were 
looking for. 

Had No Time To Parley. 

There was not much time in which to 
parley and they merely told Wylie they 
wanted him and he must go with them. 

Wylie demurred, but he was hustled 
into the train and carried off. 

It is said that descriptions given of one 
of the three burglars fills that of Wylie. 

Wylie has lived in Atlanta several years 
and ts well known here, He is about forty 
years of age and a heavy set many Some 
years ago he lived a rather wild life, but 
subsequently reformed, and of late years 
it was believed he was living a correct 
life. He is said to have had a good po- 
sition as a railroad freight conductor and 
earned a fair salary. 

The police here know very little about 
the sensational arrest of Wylie. They 
heard yesterday of his arrest, but know 
nothing of the particulars.- It is said

Troops of .27th. Infantry Left for 
‘Frisco Yesterday. 


WERE RECRUITED IN ATLANTA 


Only Two Conspanien Now at Fort 
McPherson—Others Are To 
Arrive Soon. 


A repetition of the scenes of the late 
war was seen at the union depot yester- 
day afternoon when the soldiers of the 
Twenty-seventh infantry left over the 
Western and Atlantic for San Francisco, 
from which point they will sail for the 
Philippines. 

The troops left at 5:15 o’clock in two 
trains closely following one another. 
The two trains carried all the equipment 
of the battalion and will vun through to 
St. Louis, where the troops will be deliv- 
ered to a transcontinental connection for 
the remainder of the journey. 

The Twenty-seventh was largely re- 
cruited in Atlanta. Though few of the 
men came from this section of the coun- 
try they were sent here in small squads 
and almost the whole military experience 
of the regiment was acquired at Fort 
McPherson. The other two battalions 
were sent to the Philippines some time 
ago and are now doing service there. 

When the order for the movement of 
the battalion to the Philippines was first 
issued ‘it was the intention of the depart- 
ment to send the men via New York, but 
later this purpose was abandoned and 
the troops were ordered to San Fran- 
cisco.

leaves only two companies at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. Thése’ are companies L and 
K of the Twenty-third infantry, which 
recently arrived from Cheyenne, Wyo. 
Two other companies of the same regi- 
ment will be sent here in a few weeks, 
but there seems to be little hope of At- 
lanta’s being made _ regimental head- 
quarters at any near date.

The first service of the new pastor, Dr. 
Alonzo Monk, was held at 3 o’clock ves- 
terday afternoon at North Avenue Pres- 
byterian church. This church has been 
tendered the Methodists who have left 
their old church on Merritts ecvenue un- 
til they shall build their new structure 
at the corner of Peachtree and [Fifth 
streets. 

Dr. Monk’s text was Romans fi, 16: 
“For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ, for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth.”’ 

Although ‘he anncunced a_ text, Dr. 
Monk said he would preach from it rather 
than attempt a sermcn based upon it. He 
started out upon a mest delightful ‘‘fam- 
ily talk’? and stated that his first sermon 
wculd be next Sunday afterroon wpon 
the subject of ‘‘Christian Fidelity’ from 
the text, Revelation ii, 10. 

He requested all persons to take him 
as he expected to ttake them—tpon a 
three months’ trial, the period of Meth- 
odist probation, before saying how they 
‘Jiked the new preacher.”’ 

INo attempt at synopsis was made. Dr. 
Monk's speech was epigramatical as indi- 
cated in his first service. He said in part: 

“The gospel of Jesus Christ covers the 
whole subject. It would be very pleasant 
to have a minister please the people, but 
the preacher who fears any man’s face 
at the sacred desk, displeases God. The 
whole effort of the preacher is first and 
primarily to please God. The people and 
the preacher should always be pleased 
with each ether. 

“God in His providence has called us 
together. We have no church or home 
for ourselves. We have a lot with three 
trees on it. I can fell one of them and 
speak from the stump of it, and you can 
sit in the shade of the other two. As 
pastor for you I am your shepherd. Every 
real sheep will follow his shepherd, goats 
will not be led. It is the shepherd’s duty 
to lead the sheep. 

“I want to apolegize new in advance if 
you or any of you should take umbrage 
at anything I may have to say to you— 
unless the cap fits you. Part of my busi- 
ness is the making of caps’and I am al- 
ways pleaged ¢o see a goad fit. 

‘Am I sensational? some say. Well, 
aman who cannot make a rensation is 
a corpse and should be carried out and 
buried. If I become sensational, I trust 
it will not be offensive. 


the Bible—and becatise we believe another 
rule was given us when Christ said: ‘He 
who hears you hears Me.’ While we can 
take no substitute for the church, not 
even the Bible, as our rule of faith, we 
are far from rejecting the sacred writings. 
We look upon the Bible as the most im- 
portant document ever penned—the great- 
est book ever written, the most sublime 
revelation ever made. We look upon it 
as the written word of God and we look 
upon the man who would lay sacrilegious 
hands on the text or on the meaning of 
the sacred writings as the greatest enemy 
of God and humanity. 

‘The teachings of the church are clear 
about the Bible; the practice of the church 
shows still more clearly how we appreci- 
ate it. All through her history she has 
ever been the champion, the guardian and 
defender of the inspired text. In the 
dark and gloomy ages that followed 
Christ’s crucifixion the church gatherel 
the disjointed parchments and scattered 
books and letters which made up the Bi- 
ole. She stamped these writings with her 
authority and declared them the inspired 
word of God. She preserved them through 
ages of persecution and ignorance. She 
transcribed all the Bibles that were read 
in the world for centuries, and she still 
proclaims her love, veneration, fondness 
and attachment for God’s word—the Bible. 
But if so— 

‘Why does the Catholic church not use 
the Bible? 

‘The Catholic church is made up of two 
simple elements—the priest and the peo- 
ple. Now the prfest is bound under pain 
of mortal sin to read his breviary once 
ever day. It takes him at least an hour; 
often and hour and a half to do this. The 
breviary is taken almost exclusively from 
the Scriptures and so arranged that every 
day a portion of the Old and a portion of 
the New Testament must be read, and the 
whole Bible is read at least once a year 
by every priest in the Catholic church. 
The other element in the Catholic church 
is the layman, Now every Catholic who 
has attained the use of reason is bound 
to hear mass on Sunday. At that mass 
portions of the epistles and gospels are 
read in such a way that at least the New 
Testament is read once a year by every 
Catholic who fulfils his duty of coming 
to mass on Sunday. The Catholic priest 
is bound under pain of mortal sin to read 
portions of the Oid and New Testament 
every day, The Catholic layman is bound 
under the same penalty to read or to hear 
read the Bible on Sunday—the two make 


The prophet had nredicted the utter des- 
olation of Jerusalem and Judea and the 
dispersion of the Jews. 

“He lived to see many of his predictions 
come to pass, and as he stood in the 
midst of this desolation and sorrow, he 
breaks forth in the language of the text, 
‘Oh, that my head were waters and mine 
eyes a fountain of tears that I might 
weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people.’ The prophet 
was fully sensible as to the condition 
of the people. He realized the fact that 
the judgments of an angry God would 
surely be visited upon them. We who 
are the people of God see today just what 
Jeremiah saw in his day. 

‘‘God affirms time and again in His word 
that He will punish sin and that He will 
send His judgments upon the ungodly, 
and yet the church today does not weep 
for the unsaved. We hear no such lamen- 
tations as Jeremiah made, when in his 
deep solicitude for his sinning people, he 
cried: ‘Oh, that my head were waters and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears.’ This lack 
of intense anxiety for the unsaved is no 
doubt the reason why the gospel ts ac- 
complishing so little in the world today. 

“There is much sin'in the church to- 
day. Many who have taken the vows of 
the church upon them are proving false 
to those vows, They have forsaken Christ 
and are going after the world. They are 
being led captive by the devil at his 
will. They are in Jeague with sin because 
they are taking sides with the world and 
egainst God. Many are spending their 
substance in riotous living and with- 
holding from God that which belongs to 
Him. They are turning a deaf ear to 
the calls of_the church for money to car- 
ry forward the work of saving the world 
and are allowing the heathen to perish 
for want of gospel. < 

“And yet in view of all this apostacy 
and irreligion the church seems to be in- 
different. Where is the weeping church 
today? Where are the weeping prophets? 
weeping over the slain of the daughter 
of God's people? e 

“There must be some cause for the 
indifference and apathy of the church 
in the great matter of soul-saving. If the 
church really believed that those out of 
Christ are in danger of eternal punish- 
ment, how could Christian people remain 
so careless and so indifferent as to the 
matter of saving souls? Do we really 
believe that the souls of men are perish- 
ing? If so, then why are we so indif-

More 
than 4 hundred children from that insti- 
tution marched into the church and oc- 
eupied reserved seats to the left of the 
pulpit. Just before the morning offering, 
Rev. Dr. Landrum called attention to the 
presence ef the wards of the denomina- 
tion, and asked to know the meaning of 
it, Whereupon Charles A. Davis, one of 
the deacons of the church and chairman 
of the committee on orphanage work, 
‘asked leave to introduce one of the little 
poys. The little fellow, Carlyle Hall, 
laged 12 years, m sunted the platform and 
delivered a most effective appeal to the 
church on bé half their duty to the 
fatherless and motherless children the 
Lord had committed to their care for 
training. 

Dr. Landrum followed with a short ser- 
mon on the ‘Leadership of the Child,” 
concluding with the announcement that 
the directors of the orphanage wished at 
Jeast $2,00 toward the erection of. the 
‘main building, which is now going up. 
‘John M. Green, who has the work in 
charge, spoke a few hearty words on 
‘the effect a large offering by the First 
‘Baptist church of Atlanta would have on 
the of other churches 
throughout the state. He reminded his 
brethren that, as the First church had 
led in raising $50,000 for Mercer uni- 
yersity, so it must come up to the front 
fn this new movement for the orphanage. 
(Contribution cards were then distributed 
iby the deacons, and when they were col- 
‘ected and the amounts summed up the 
aggregate reached the total of $2,225. 

' Dr. Landrum, in thanking his people for 
their liberality, took occasion to remark 
‘that the First church has raised for the 
orphanage during the year 1901 over $4,000.

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FINAL CONCERT WAS BEST 
OF THE SYMPHONY SERIES 


T HE Atlanta Symphony Orchg¢stra 
presented the fourth of its series of 
concerts yesterday afternoon at the 
Grand, the performance being quite the 
most excellent of all the events, and the 
audience the largest. 

The programme was made up of the 
numbers on previous programmes, which 
had. been best received, and the quality 
of these numbers spoke well for the taste 
of the previcus concert-goers, who were 
all, probably, in attendance yesterday. 
Some of these numbers had given the 
special pleasure they did principally be- 
cause of their own attractive character, 
and others because of the excelient man- 
ner of their first rendition. Consequently 
the programme was a popular one in the 
best sense of the word. 

The Marche et Cortege from ‘‘Queen of 
Sheba,’’ Andante from Haydn's G major 
symphony, No. 6, Allegro ‘Molto from Mo- 
zart’s G minor symphony, No. 40, selec- 
tions from ‘“‘Lohengrin,’’ Nevin’s ‘‘Vene- 
zia”’- suite, a Hungarian composition by 
Dvorak, Rubinstein’s melody in, F and 
the Wedding Procession from Rubin- 
stein’s ‘“‘Feramous,’’ were played with 
marked improvement over the former de- 
lightful performances. 

The Haydn symphony movement was 
one of the best things the orchestra has 
done. The strings are the strongest part 
of the organization in number and exe- 
cution, and their role, prominent as it al- 
ways mug be, is especially so in this 
beautiful andante, whose air and temvo 


of the daintiest.and most fairylike qual- 
ity was handled with the proper and 
therefore exceeding delicacy. The weak- 
ness of the wood winds had to be espe- 
cially evident in this composition, wlyeré 
they assume the principa) air in solo, but 
the weakness was that of quantity. 

The Wagnerian selections were re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, as they should 
have beem. The violins haye some of the 
most exquisite pastages in the selections 
that were made, and the cellog, too, have 
solos in several instances of great beauty. 
The harmonies and melodies at these 
moments are in themselves so soulful and 
expressive that correct rendition, even 
without the soulfulness necessary for the 
perfection of the music, is appealing and 
pleasing. Thus this orchestra made splen- 
did effects whose ccldness will be dissi- 
pated with a little more time and confi- 
dence. The brasses show their weakness 
in this number, not in volume, but in 
balance and roundness of tone and preci- 
sion of production. Yet with additions 
and more continued polish they could do 
most acceptable wark. 

In the Hungarian composition of Dvo- 
rak, the orchestra reached .the point of 
its greatest animation and interest in its 
own work and the approval of the audi- 
ence. The performance was marked by the 
bewitching tunefulness and wild whirl 
of melody and time and rhythm that is 
characteristic of this peculiar music. The 
composition had to. be repeated and again 
its apparently reckless abandon charmed 
the audience. : 

Altogether the concert was one Of most 
superior excellence and musical Atlanta 
cannot afford to lose the permanctrcy of 


this organization, whose work is not only 
meritorious, but admirable.

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WHERE OUTCASTS SLEEP 


ON COLD WINTER NIGHTS 


HERE do the homeless vaga- 
bonds sleep in Atlanta when the 
cold and wet winter nights set in? 

Lately these poor outcasts have not 
been bothering the police. When they did 
the result was they were often arrested 
and sent to the stockade for being idlers 
and loafers. Some time ago the men who 
have fallen to the lowest rung of the 
social l&dder would, when the. cold 
weather drove them to seek shelter, creep 
into the police barracks and ask for a 
bed for the night. It is against the law 
to house such characters, but now and 
then it was done in extreme cases; but 
the majority of those who thus sought 
a plate where the: elements could not 
freeze them to death did so when they 
krew it meant many days of hard labor 
in the city chaingang. | They were forced 
t> wear the chains for one night’s lodg- 


W 


ing. 

Recently, however, these wretches, for 
whom the police ever felt a deep pity, 
have not sought refuge from the wintry 
weather at the barracks. 

Where do they ncw sleep? 

Chief Ball says he has discovered the 
secret. In the basement of a building at 
No. 10 Loyd street, where the Baptist 
Tabernacle has a Rescue Mission, a 
number of bunks have been arranged 
along the sides cf the walls. The room 
is kept-warm all night: by the, range 
upon which the daily free meals are 
cooked for the destitute and hungry. On 
these bunks, if you go there any cold 
night, you will see ali the poor, homeless 
tramps—those whom “unmerciful disas- 
ter,” through a weak yielding to tempta- 
tion. has followed ‘“‘fast and follow<d 
fester,.”’ until they are as pitiable out- 
cests as ever awakened human pity— 
lying upon these bunks which a tender 


sympathy has provided without a ques- 


tion of ‘who you are’ or ‘‘what you are.” 

There is a strange discrimination made 
by the police—and it cannot well be 
avoided—against local outcasts and in fa- 
vor of foreign tramps. If a vagabond is 
a stranger in the city he will be given a 
bed at the police barracks, but if he ke- 
longs in Atlanta he is turned away. If 
this rule was not made, the barracks 
would be crowded with loafers every 
night. Tramps sre taken in from abroad, 
but the line has to be drawn somewhere. 

It used to be an every night occurrence 
during the winter for vagabonds, who 
had thrown away their lives by drink, to 
go shivering into the police barracks 
and say: “Give me a place to. sleep, 
please, but don’t make a case against me 
if vou can help it. I am freezing and 
must rest somewhere.’’' In special in- 
stances beds would sometimes be fur- 
nished and no case would be made, but 
such a thing could not be repeated, and 
the miserable wretches often paid for the 
night’s lodging by a sentence in the 
chaingang. : 

When charity established the Rescue 
Missicn, mercy was had upon these peo- 
ple and beds were provided for them, 
for which they were only asked a prom- 
ise to try to lead better lives. 

At this same Rescue Mission hundreds 
cf starving people are fed every day. 
Comfortable beds are provided for the 
poor women anf® children who find them- 
se}ves adrift in the city. 

Yet the taking cere of the creatures 
who have ruined their lives bécause they 
were not strong enough to resist tempta- 
ticn seems to be the sweetest charity 
after all. It is a noble work to look after 
the helpless women and children and to 
feed the hungry, but there is something 
in the sheltering of the wretched vaga- 
bends, who feel that God and man have 
turned against them, that touches a 
chord of tender human sympathy. 

That’s where the homeless vagabon.ls 
sleep these cold winter nights.

Indications Are That the Report 
Will Not Be Formulated in 
Time for the Session of

The council committee of the whole will 
meet again this afternoon at 3 o’clock.

DR. HOLTZCLAW’S: SERMON. 


Pastor of Jones Avenue Church De- 
livers an Able 
/ Address. 

Dr. William J. Holtzclaw preached the 
second of a series of Sunday night ser- 
mons on ‘‘Salvatton for the Lost’ to a 
large congregation, the subject of his 
discourse being ‘“‘What Must a Man Do 
To Be Saved?’ His text was selected 
from Acts xvi, 30: “Sirs, what must I 
do to be saved?’ 

He said in part: 

“This question has been answered in 
different ways. Some say the church 
will save you if you join the right one. 
Others savy the ordinances will save 
you. The moralist says good works will 
Save you. The Universalist says sit 
still and the Lord will save you, for He 
died for all, therefore all will be saved. 
The Bible gives the only answer—‘Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.’ Men are born sinners, and 
He that spoke as never man spoke, said 
‘Ye must be born again.’ It is the busi- 
ness of the church and of all Christians 
to tell lost men what God expects them 
to do to be saved. We often hear it 
said that ne man ‘ean lead a soul to 
Christ unless he has been there himself. 
That is true, but itis not also true that 
he must live right if-he would be a soul- 
Winner? What is true of the individual 
must be true also of the church. If a 
church claims to be leading souls to the 
Savior and its internal workings are im- 
pure, is there not a lack of harmony be- 
tween its profession and its real char- 
acter? If a ehurch holds malice toward 
any or cultivates a spirit of revenge can 
God bless that chureh? If a church or 
pastor use their influence to retafn a 
Saloon in the community can the Holy 
Spirit work with that church? There are 
millions of men who want go 
know what to to to be saved. 
They don't need to be told 
that they are sirners.. The plan of 
Salvation is simple, but a blind sinner 
can’t see it. A dead soul can't act. <A 
convicted sinner will hear and receive the 
truth. A hardened and blind sinner will 
not ‘hear until he is either quicked or 
ccnvicted. It is the preacher’s work to 
preach the gospel and it is the work of 
the Holy Spirit to convict and -convert. 
God. uses instrumenis, but they must be 
such as He can afford to use. We talk 
about up-to-date churches. Many have 
erroneous ideas about this. There is not 
& word in the Bible abcut up-te-date 
churches. The Bible speaks only of the 
church of Christ and what was required 
to save 4a soul at the beginning is also 
required at the present time. There are 
churehes which admit their inability to 
have a real scriptural revival by being 
afraid to attempt it in a Bible way. God 
is the author of revivals. Such churches 
send for the professional doctor—the evan- 
gelist, whose reputation depends cn ‘get- 
ting them in,’ and ne fills the church with 
a dead weight of unconverted material 
which soon causes a ‘drag’ and an at- 
tempt is made to keep up appearances 
by resorting to something sensational. 
Sensationalism appeals to the world and 
feeds on the world, and its fruits are 
egotiem and self-gicry. Men who really 
want to know the way of eternal life do 
not learr. it from such sources. More 
souls have been led to Christ by the plain 
gospel preachers, whose lives and char- 
acters, backed up by their efforts, tha: 
all the fanatics and sensationalists the 
world ‘has ever produced, The results of 
preaching the gospel at Phillippi have 
been duplicated over and over again. 
Paul and Stlas did not abuse the town offi- 
cials or the jailer. They had preached 
the gospel by the river’s side and in the 
city to such as would hear. When a con- 
victed sinner wanted to know what he 
must do to be saved he was told and ac- 
cepted it. 

“He had confidence in the men of God 
and was easily led to Christ. So-called 
confidence which grows out of. sinister 
motives is not the confidence which is re- 
quired to successfully lead a soul to 
Christ. It is one thing to join a man and 
another thing entirely to join Christ. Fol. 
lowers of men know not the voice of the 
true Shepherd. Take their leader out of 
the way and ‘they are as sheep having 
no shepherd.’ The nature of faith is not 
always understood. ‘Without faith it is 
impossible to please God,’ Paul knew 
nothing better to say than ‘Believe on the 
Lerd Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.’ The preacher did not stop to ex- 
plain faith, but simply held up the ob- 
ject of faith. A lost sinner, who realizes

Stranger Suddenly Stricken with Pe- 
culiar Kind of Spasms. 


HIS IDENTITY IS UNKNOWN 


It Is Believed He Was Injured in 
the Central Wreck Near Macon 
Yesterday Morning. 


A mysterious case fell into the hands 
of the police yesterday morning about 10 
o’clock and was turned over to the Grady 
hosplial physicians. - 

A man wis taken from the union depot 

in spasms. He was well-dressed and had 
apparently just arrived on a train. He 
was first seen to walk into the waiting 
room with a valise. He looked dazed and 
ill. As he reached the centr of the 
room he staggered, reeled and fell to the 
floor. 
*There he lay writhing and foaming at 
the mouth like an animal with the rab- 
fes. As soon as one spasm passed off, 
another would come. 

The police were notified and the man 
was taken to the barracks in a patrol 
wagon and Dr. Hurt, the sixth ward phy- 
sician, summoned. Dr. Hurt could not 
tell what was the matter with the man. 
After reaching the barracks the stranger 
continued to have the spasms. Between 
the spasms he would clasp his feet and 
press his hands to the small of his 


back. 

An ambulance conveyed the man to the 
Grady hospital, but. what caused the 
spasms the physicians could not say. 
Some believed he might have been drink- 
ing to excess, others thought it probable 
that he was injured about the spine. 

What added to the mysterious affair 
was that the man’s name could not be 
learned and he was unable to make any 
stetement about himself. At the depot 
the police were told that he looked like 
a railway conductor by the name of Reed. 
That was all that could be ascertained 
about him. 

The police are positive the man was not 
drinking, or at least it was not the ef- 
fects of whisky that caused the spasms. 
Those who saw him state that the spasms 
were more like fits caused by, strychnine 
than anything else. Physicians who saw 
him admit that an injury to the spine 
might have caused such an attack. 

It is possible, and this theory is believed 
by the police, that the man was in the 
wreck on the Central railroad Sunday 
morning, near Macon and that he was 
injured in the spine. He may have drank 
whisky after he was hurt and the stim- 
ulant may have kept him up until he 
reached Atlanta. Upon arriving in the 
city the collapse came and the spasms 
followed. 

Inquiries at the railroad offices elicited 
the information that there was no conduc- 
tor named Reed and the man described 
was not known in local railroad circles. 

The case is being carefully watched by 
both the hospital physicians and the po- 
lice, the former to ascertain, if possible, 
what has caused the strange attack, and 
the latter to ferret out the man’s his- 
tory. | : 

It is probable that the man's identity 
may become known this morning, and a 
few hours may give the physicians op- 
portunity. to correctly diagnose the re- 
markabie case.

The Free Hand May Lead to Disaster 


New York Evening Post: The shrewd- 
est leaders of the republican party are 
not glad that at the opening of a new 
republican administration the opposition 
is so weak that the majority can work 
its will without restraint.

Ques- 
tions of our future relations with Cuba 
and the Philippines reduire careful atten- 
tion and generous action, but selfish in- 
terests are already rallyine their forces 
at Washington to prevent once moré the 
discharge of our plain duty. In short, 
the whole tendency of things in the dom- 
inant party is distinctly toward the og 
tion of a Bourbon policy of doing as lit- 
tle as possible, and “trusting to luck’’ 
to carry the congressional elections of 1902 
and the presidential contest of 1904.
